He imme- 
diately bore up for her and at 5:15 p.m., lat 
3.1° 51' \V. ; Ion. 143° 42' B, tbo junk was 
about a ship's length to tbo lueward. After 
continual blasts of tlio slenm whistle thoy ^ at 
last discovered people on board^ and steing 
the waving ol liauils from Ibo ciMn window 
a boat was immediately sent in charge of the 
First Officer, Mr Howard. Tbo sea being 
very rongh and the junk rolling heavily bo 
could not board her but succeeded iu rescuing 
live Japanese from the cabin window. Tliey 
reported tbe junk from Uioga, February IStti, 
for Yokabama, but having experienced terrible 
gales were driven of the coast, dismasted, the 
rudder orried away and tbe junk driven out 
to sea, Elovon of tbo crow had died from 
starvation and tho remainder bad lived on 
iiuall ILih speared from Iho aide of tbo junk, 
but lor the last few days were too wouk fur 
that exertion. Un May 29lh one of tbo five 
a ed and tho remaining tour were brought on 
to this port. On .May 12 the ship Olago.Oapt 
TUorndike, left lloug Koug for San Francisco 
with 3u0 Ohineso passengers. 'J'ho Jnpitn 
aays that on Juno 9th at a, m. in lat 37" 
50' N. ; Ion. 141° 50' W., she waj boarded 
by tho ship David Murray, 163 days out Irom 
Now York" for San Pranciseo— All well.
